SEEM HEAVIER 


No Cause for Alarm 
Over Financial or Crop 


Conditions. 


There appears to be no cause for 


alarm over financial or crop condi- 
tions in Southern California. 
The 


review by R. G. Dun & Co., shows a 
settled state of affairs that ought to 
qniet al! apprehension. 
The report 


is as follows: 


The 
advent of summer weather 


during tho past month fans hastened 
the ripening of the fruit crop and 
apricot and peach harvest is in full 
swing. 
The nay crop is rapidly 


being baled and grain is beginning 
to come to local warehouses. 
Ranch- 


ers report a good grain yield and 
claim barley will start off at 81.15 
per hundred pounds. 
Orchardists 


are being paid highest, prices ever 
known, in the history of the fruit in- 
dustry in this section. 
Canneries 


are paying $SO to $35 a ton for 
plums, for peaches 130, fully twice 
the price in normal years. 
Apricots 


have brought as high a s f i l O a ton 
as against $60, highest paid 
last 


year. 
The result is that the canning 


pack of deciduous fruit will be nor- 
mal, but few peaches or apricots will 
go to the dryers. 
Opening prices tor 


1907 pack have been announced by 
Central 
California canneries, 
As 


expected there was a big increase over 
those of last year. 
The California 


Fruit 
Canners 
have declined 
as 


yet to name prices, desiring to wait 
until general market and crop con- 
ditions can be fairly estimated. 


The orange market ruled strong 


during the past month. 
The feature 


of the market was the high' price 
paid for few remaining navels. 
The 


amount of crop seems to be exceeding 
estimate and shipments heavier than 
usual 
at this season of the year. 


Prices for Valencias rule a little be- 
low expectations, 
but are high as 


last 
year at this time. 
The new 


orange crob has set. remarkably well, 
and dropping has been slight. 
Hot 


weather put great activity into the 
lemon market 
The call is heavy 


and prices soaring.

In the cured fruit market interest 


centers in new cropvv peaches

pfufles. 
A considerable eixpdrt, de- 


mand for the former has developed, 
and quotations are based on 11 to 
12 cents' to growers. 
The output 


will probably be same as last' year. 


The state prune crop is not 50 per 


pent of normal yield. 
Most of the 


crop has passed 
from 
growers 
to 


packers at 4 to 4 % cents bag basis, 
and quotations have settled 
to 
5 


cents f. o. b. bag basis. 
The output 


of apricots for Southern .California 
will not exceed 20 carloads. Grow- 
ers are being offered around 20 cents. 
Raisins 
continue to advance, now 


held at 66 cents in sweat box. 
The 


crop 
will run about 10,000 tons 


short; of estimates, 20 per cent 'still 
remains in growers' hands. 
Bulk of 


the raisins last year sold at 
3J-3 to 


3>a cents. 
This year practically 


no raisins were sold under 4 Vo cents. 


Honey season will be a profitable

grown anywhere on earth. 
Another 


great advantge which we should enjoy 
for many years, and with care per-' 
haps forever, is the absence of dis- 
ease which sometimes destroys a whole 
batch 
of worms in Europe. 
The 


disease could be kept out and the 
growers' chances .for profit much en- 
hanced. 
Tho great trouble with the 


business is to got it started. 
It must 


of necessity bo a domestic employ- 
ment, carried on by the members of 
the family in odd times. 
Children 


can do much of the work, but at tho 
same time great care is required In 
watching, feeding and cleaning tho 
worms. 
At tho present time there 


is no flliature where the silk can bo 
reeled and prepared for market, but 
as soon as there is sufficient, '-intoi'est 
taken in this work h*Matures will bo 
established and tho growers will lind 
a ready market for their cocoons «t 
a good price. 
Tho United States im- 


ports silk, raw and manufiictured, to 
tho value of 800,000,000 annually, 
most of which could bo turned into 
California.
